Aniw. A bome ftroke — and doubrilels the Querift 
may finda great many pious Gentlemen that wou'd 
cry well mov'd at lo hopeful a Projeé#. Tho” it’s pity 
he jtopt where he did, fince it might have bin {till car- 
rid alitcle farther, as high as Lucretius’s, Tantum Reli- 
gic, &c. Religion it felf thow’d be blam’d, as fome have 
“ione it, for all that War and Blosdfbed occafion’d by 
men of no more Religion than he chat puts the Que- 
fion. As for the prefent war, we mult confels we 
thought ‘ct had bin for Liberty as well as Religion — 
The Laity as well as the Clergy, and that fome of the 
Gentlemen of the Laity appreheaded the lofs of their 
Religion too as well as the Clergy, and that there’s no 
way to fecure either of thote valuable Enjoyments 
( without a Miracle, ) befides continuing the War with 
all the WVigor poflible. For his fiae Invention about 
the Tenths — tis pitty but he fhou’d go and propofe ic 
among the other Jays and Means for ra:firg money with- 
out burthening the Subjef. Only there 1s a {mall rub or 
two that twou'd do well firftcto get out of the way. 
Firft, That the King has already, befides the Fir/t-fruiss, 
wie Tenths of the Clergies Income yearly paid him ; 
both in Peace and War—— And if ‘tis urg’d thefe 
are not the full Value 5 they now however pay a 
Double-Tenth, ( and that feldom reckon'd too favoura- 
bly ) and fo do all the Eftaces in Englan/, and yet 
al] know, who can but readan AC of Parliament that, 
this raifes fcarce half the Sum which ts this! year well 
fpant on the War. 


Queft. 2. Why are the Clergy generally fo additted to 
Coverofne(s, and yetspreach fo much againft it ? 

An(w. Aoother of the fame — For their Preaching 
again{t Covetoufne/s, there’s but too much need on't, 
to keep their people fiom cheating em, if they con’d 
do any good upon “em — And how much they are 
themlelves additted to Coveroufnef/s, may be made ve- 
ry plain by the good Condition in which they general- 
ly leave their Wrves and Children when they have the 
good Luck to dy betore ‘cm. 


ueft. 3. I’m inform’d that an Acquaintance of mine dc- 
cidentally kill’d a man in the ftreet : None of the Friends 
of the deceafed Party know who was the Author of his Death : 
I defire you'd refolve me whether 'm bound to detect him ? 
Anfw. If it wereonly an unhappy Accident, without 
malice, aud defen, and in profecution of no unlawful 
agiion, the Law you know accounts it not Murther : 
Nor therefore ( we think ) will the Guile of the dead 
paity’s Blood lie upon you, tho’ you fhou'd not dijce- 
ver what you have heard of the occafion of his Dearb. 


Queft. 4. Whether he that by Solicitation and Mifrepre- 
featacion of Fact, not being of Kin, obtains a Pardon for a 
Murtherer convil, be rots by {uch Solicitation, in the fight 
of God, guilty of the Blood of the party murther'd ? 

An{w. Blood is of fo deepa fain, that God himfelf tells 
US it difiles the Land wherein ‘tis fhed, if not expisted 
by the Blood of him who wilfully fhed ic. For which 
teafon we fhou'd be very unwilling to intercede for a- 
ny, tho’ never fo near a Kin, who had bin guilty of it, 

i Fad being ftill the Same, and the thing as ftill 

ouler it fuch a Pardon is attempted by any Afifrepre- 
{(ntatiors of the miatier, the Guilt of the Blooa being 
thereby undoubsedJy fhas’d with him that fled it. 


Queft. 5. Whether in cafe she (aid Murtherer commit « 
fursber Murther, or otber Crime again{t the Government afer 
fuch pardon obtain'd, the Intercef{or or Procuver of the Par- 
don be not alfo guilty of tha: Crime before God? 

Anfw. Yes undoubtedly, this being as clear as the 
former, becaufe if he had not bin pardon'd he had aot 
bin again guilty. 


Queft. 6. There's a certain Fuftice of Peace in the 
County of —~—— who Commonly reads 4 News-Letter in the 
Church during the time of finging Pialms.

Hows 
ever we defire one of thefe Mercuries may be fenc him, 
fince the next Queftion very much concerns him, and 
if he ftill continues in fo unbanfom a Pra@ice, we with we 
may know his Name, that he may be better known to 
fome who may perhaps further concern themfelves a- 


bout him. 


Whether it is not a very improper, if not abfurd 
method ef applying our {elves to God, by paging when the 
matier of our Song is Confeffion of Sin, Deprecation of Evil, 
or Petitions for our felves and others, fince 'tis contrary te 
our Reafon and the very nature of thoje Exercifes; for if 
fing my‘ Gonfelfion, 1 am (ure it will naturally indi[pafe me 
for that Shame and Contriton which oughs to accompany the

An{w. One wou'd almoft think the Author ef this 
Query were the Same mention’d in the laft, ic comes. 
fo pat to the purpofe, and contains in’t, to fay Trath, 
more Sence than ever we faw before ‘urg'id on that 
Subjeét, tho’ all the objeétions may, we, doubr nor, be 
clearly an{wer'd, which we'll propofe as fairly as pofl- 
ble may be. As tothe objection, that Praife is the on- 
ly proper Subjeét ot Pfzims, and that ’tis abfurd to 
confefs Sins, or deprecate Evils, or ask bleffings in Sing- 
ing. We rmuft firft warn him to have a care of Blaf- 
phemy, and that he do’s not charge God foolifbly, whofe 
Spirit indiced the Pialmsand Hymns in Scripture, ma- 
ny ofwhich are Petitions, Confeffions, Deprecations, gc ;

And he 
that feels not himfelt soucht with the flew ard grave 
mmifical: repetition of the Lord have mercy upon us, 
beeween the Commandererts; or the ‘‘ We beteech thee 
“¢@ bear us, in the Litany, we can only fay his Soul 
and ours are no kin co one another. We theretore can 
attribute an averfion to all fingine in general, to no- 
thing but a bisckne/s and jowrne/s of Temper, perhapsa 
Faute in the Blood, which might be cur’d by proper me- 
dical remedies ; or to an ungrounded averfion and preju- 
dice, Oweing to Education, or miflaken primcpies, the 
latter of which wil] allo reacl the prejent cafe, tO which 
we hore we have now given Sutisfstion.
